New Haven Road's Charter 


VIOLATION OF STATUTES 


Attorney 
General 
of Massachusetts 


Says That Peculiar Situation Is One 
With Which the Legislature, Rather 
Than Courts, Should 
Deal—Urgsc 


Provision For Penalty, Which Does 


Not Now Exist on the Statute Books 


Boston. Jan. 
21.—Charging that 


the consolidation of the N'ew York, 
N'ew Haven & Hartford Railroad com- 
pany and the Consolidated 
Railway 


company of Connecticut, by authority 
of the Connecticut legislature of 1907, 
constituted a violation of the Massa- 
chusetts statutes and of public policy, 
Attorney General iUalone declared that 


(his 
action rendered the Massachu- 


setts charter of the New Haven com- 
pany subject to forfeiture- 


Tins declaration was made in the 


attorney general's annual report to 
the 
legislature. 
Malone 
expresses 


the opinion In his 
report that 
the 


situation thus brought about is one 
with which the Masaschusetts legis- 
lature, rather than the courts, should 
deal. He says that the legislature has 
the power to enact such legislaton as 
will eithcu legalize tbe action taken by 
the New Haven company or will repeal 
its charter. 


Public Policy Involved 


Proceedings brought in the courts 


for forfeiture of ihe charter, the at- 
torney general points out, might oc- 
cupy several years before-a decision 
could be reached, 
and 
tin's 
delay 


would result in much inconvenience 
:md financial loss to innocent invest- 
ors. For this reason , the report says, 
the attorney general has not brought 
action against the company in the 
courts, public policy as well as law 
being involved in the case. 


AV'ilh regard to the express viola- 


tion of the law charged against, tbe 
New, Haven company, 
Malone 
calls 


attention to the fact that the statute 
in fiuestion contains no provision for 
any penalty. 
He urges that such a 


provision be added to the law. 
The 


section of the general railroad laws 
of the state which the attorney gen- 
eral declares has been violated is as 
follows: 


The Alleged Violation 


"If a railroad corporation owning a 


railroad in this commonwealth 
and 


consolidated with a corporation own- 
ing a railroad in another state in- 
creases its ca.pilal stock, or the capi- 
ta] stock of puch consolidated corpora- 
tion, except as authorised by this act, 
without authority 
of the 
general 


court, or without such authority ex- 
tends its line of railroad or consoli- 
dates with any other corporation or 
makes a stock dividend, the charter 
'and franchise 
of 
such 
corporation 


shall he subject to forfeiture." 


This section, Malone says, has been 


violated, not only by the merger with 
the Consolidated Railway company, 
but by an increase 
in 
the 
capital 


stock of the 
New Haven company, 


made 
without 
permission 
of 
the 


Massachusetts legislature. 


"In my opinion"," sums up the at- 


torney general, "such ultimate relief 
as may be afforded by legal proceed- 
ings is inadequate, in view of all the 
Circumstances, and the proper 
tri- 


bunal to decide the important and flif- 
ficult questions to which the situation 
now existing has given rise is .the 
legislature 
of 
the 
commonwealth; 


and I call the subject to your atten- 
tion for such action as you may deem 
proper."

by the resultant fire or drowned in the 
icy waters of Lake Michigan, was the 
fate of at least fifty-three workmen 
who were working ou a submarine 
tunnel at a wooden crib, a mile and a 
halt" from shore.

tion ot a new submarine water tun- 
nel connecting with the south side 
shore of the city

Seventy-Third 


street. 
It is known that ninciy-:ivc 


workmen were employed i'.i the crib 
and the connecting tunnel nt th" lime 
of the explosion, \vhieh started the 
lire a:ui blew or drove me:', into tbe 
wa.ter. 


The work of the do;Uroyr.-,g elements 


was begun so unexpectedly and reaped 
its harvest of dead nrnl injured with 
such Kwifmsss that the contract: ;IR 
firm of George W. Jackson :md the 
rescuers have been unable to produce 
anything liUc an accurate list of those 
who perished , or of others who es- 
caped the 
fury 
of the 
flames 
or 


drowning. 


Owing to the difficulty cxpericncO'l 


by small craft in reaching 
the crib 


dunns the winter, most of the work- 
men employed on the work slept in 
temporary bunks at the crib. 
It was 


just as these men had been awakened 
for the day's work I hat the explosion 
and subsequent, lire caused the panic. 
which resulted in the great loss of 
life. 


Powder House Blew Up 


As nearly as the investigators have 


been able to ascertain the explosion 
had its origin in a powder house ol 
small dimensions, situated about 100 
yards from the crib structure prop- 
er, but at the same time 
being a 


part of the general structure, built 
on foundations resting on the bottom 
of the lake at this point. 
In this 


outhouse, the -George 
\V. 
Jackson 


company stored from time to time jiusl 
enough powder a.nd dynamite for ur- 
gent use in the work of constructing 
the water tunnel, and in some man- 
ner, not yet known, the explosives 
were put into action. 


The dulf detonation, muffled as it 


was by the crunching of floating ice 
against the crib, and "the atmosphere 
laden with heavy fog. simply aroused 
the attention of the workmen, accord- 
Ing to survivors, and it was not until 
the heat of the flames . and stifling 
smoke penetrated the so-called "liv- 
ing room" of the crib and the tunnel 
beneath the waters of the lake th.it 
the full import of the disaster dawned 
upon tbe workmen, cut off from n.uicl; 
succor. 


Workman Calls For Aid 


One of the workmen, with a cooler 


head than his fellows, abandoned the 
shouting and frantic men on the crib 
platform and made his way through 
the smoke to a little inclosure in 
which was a telephone that communi- 
cated with (.he shore station.
